'We'll Attend, If Hanoi Is Willing9 


Johnson City, Tex. W — 


President Johnson said Satur- 
day he is delighted to get 
Britain's new proposal for a 
three-power 
conference 
on 


Vietnam, and said the United 
States will attend if Hanoi is 
willing. 


The first question put to 


Johnson at a televised and 
broadcast news conference at 
his LBJ ranch dealt w i t h 
British Foreign Secy. George 
Brown's call for a meeting of 
the U.S. and North and South 
Vietnam aimed at ending the 
war. 


The Chief Executive re- 


plied that "we are delighted" 
to get the views and ideas of 
the British. And he went on 
to say the U.S. is "very 
a g r e e a b l e and rather 
anxious" to talk to anyone, 
anywhere, any time for the 
purpose of promoting peace. 


Johnson's statement broke 


no new ground but it did rep- 
resent a positive response to 
the British 
initiative. The

pressed willingness to talk 
with Hanoi should the North 
Vietnamese display a similar 
disposition.

made on whether to proceed 
immediately w i t h construc- 
tion of prototype aircraft and 
testing of Boeing's variable 
wing design and GE's en- 
gines. 


The decision e n d e d 30 


months of competition be- 
tween L o c k h e e d Aircraft 
Corp. and Boeing for the air- 
frame and General Electric 
and the Pratt & Whitney Di- 
vision of U n i t e d Aircraft 
Corp. for the engines. 


All foui companies h a v e 


worked 
under design con- 
tracts since June, 1964, with 
the government picking up 
most of the cost.

Tiemann Plans Major Changes 
In Institutions Administration 


By The Associated Press 
Gov.-elect Norbert T. Tie- 


mann plans major reorgan- 
ization in the administration 
of Nebraska's mental and cor- 
rectional institutions, a Tie- 
mann aide said Saturday. 


Dr. Clayton Yeutter, Tie- 


mann's executive assistant, 
confirmed that a search is un- 
derway for personnel to fill 
the three top positions in the 
proposed administrative set- 
up. 


Under the plan, mental in- 


stitutions would be placed un- 
der the direct control of a 
physician, and correctional 
institutions would be placed 
under the direct control of a 
penologist. Both would be re- 
^ponsible to a department di- 
rector appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 


Dr. Yeutter said the plan 


"assures that qualified people 
will be running the institu- 
tions by centralizing respon- 
sibility in one 
professional 


person in the mental and pe- 
nal sections." 


He said the proposal h a s 


received "enthusiastic" sup- 


port from mental health and 
penal experts. 


Presently, the department 


director is required to have 
considerable knowledge about 
mental 
health as well as 


penology, 


"It's unfair to expect a di- 


rector to have professional 
expertise in both areas," said 
Dr. Yeutter. "Our director 
will primarily be an adminis- 
trator tying the two areas to- 
gether into one package. 


"I think we'll find the new 


set-up will lead to better co- 
ordination among the mental 
institutions and among the 
correctional institutions." 


The aide said it is antici- 


pated that the greatest re- 
cruiting difficulty will be en- 
countered in finding a depart- 
ment director with the proper 
qualifications for the new as- 
signment. 


He said current state law 


specifies the director's quali- 
fications and practically lim- 
its the choice to one with ex- 
perience in hospital adminis- 
tration.
